Convention Closes in 
Thrilling Contests. 


Marietta, O., June 12.—Brig. 
_ Gen. Charles G. Dawes tonight ac- 
cepted the Republican nomina- 
tion for the vice presidency. 
| “T accept the nomination by the

| Presidency,” he said in a formal 
| Statement. “I deeply appreciate 
the honoz conferred on me.” 

The nominee had returned to 
his old home here this week to 
attend the fortieth reunion of his 
class at Marietta college.

The Republican national con- 
vention named this ticket for the 
Presidential election, nominating 
Gen. Dawes at 10:30 o'clock to- 
night, in the final scene in one of 
the most extraordinary and dra- 
matic episodes in the “history of 
the party. 


Second Choice of Day. 

The selection of-Gen. Dawes 
was the second nomination for 
vice president formally made by 
the convention. About two hours 
earlier the delegates, giving full 
rein to their natural preference 
and to their enthusiasm, had 
nominated former Gov, Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois, ignoring his 
reiterated assertions that he would 
not serve if chosen. 

Then, amidst indescribable con-

leaders and delegates who had put 
Lowden over had agreed to get behind 
Gen. Dawes. 

The roll call was a neck and neck 
race between Dawes and Hoover for 
a time, but finally with Illinois, two- 
thirds of New York, Pennsylvania, and 
other big delegations plumping for 
Dawes, the Chicago banker came under 
the wire with 682% votes to 237% for 
Hoover. 


Sees Victory at Polls. 


Senator James EF. Watson of Indi- 
ena, himself a candidate for Vice 
President, then appeared on tne plat- 
form and moved that the nomination 
of Gen. Dawes be made unanimous. 
He did this with a flourish of old-time 

fRepublican enthusiasm, asserting that 
with Coolidge and Dawes, the G. 0. P. 
would sweep the country next Novem- 
ber. 

In the meantime, Gen. Dawes. had 
been reached at the old Dawes family 
home at Marietta, O., and ‘to the tele- 
phoned notification of his nomination 
had replied that he would accept. This 
word was brought to the platform and 
soon afterward the. convention ad- 
journed without day, withthe dele- 
gates already trooping to their trains. 


DEFEAT FOR COOLIDGE AID 


The series of dramatic happenings 

-that culminated in the choice of Gen. 
Dawes for the President’s running 
mate, was a tragedy for Mr. Butler in 
entering upon the management of the 
campaign for Mr. Coolidge. He had 
been the manager of the President's 
primary campaign in which his’ lead- 
ership was not tested, because of the 
fading of all opposition to the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Coolidge.

mands for water; and be it 

“ Resolved, That a high disease and 
death rate from typhoid fever and 
other diseases due to the use of pollut- 
ed water by the people of any munici- 
pality would imperil the country at 
large.”’ 

| Seen Important Step. 

The resolution was read by Dr. Olin 
West and passed—somewhat to the 
surprise of its friends—without dis- 
cussion. They feel that this approval 
of the A. M. A. is of great importance 
since it can be interpreted as uphold- 
ing the resolution recently passed by 
the Chicago Medical society. 

The resolution referred to the house 
of delegates in the afternoon, was

The litigation grew out of the crash 
of the Lorimer-Munday bank. The 
La Salle Street National bank was or- 
ganized in May, 1910, but was dena- 
tionalized in October, 1912, and taken 
over by the La Salle Street Trust and 
Savings bank. The state bank, formed 
with $1,250,000 capital and surplus, was 
supposed to receive this anount of 
assets from its predecessor. The Ilinois 
law~required this sum in cash to. be 
produced.

known, the relation of enlarged tonsils to 
rheumatism and heart disease is _accept- 
ed. In spite of knowing all this, the 
people hesitate to have the tonsils re- 
moved because the removal is an opera- 
tion, expensive, painful, and occasion- 
ally dangerous. Every now and then 
tonsils grow again after removal. A 
second or a third removal is necessary 
occasionally. 

Both the people and the medical pro- 
fession are willing to give a fair hearing 
to proposed simpler methods of treating 
diseased tonsils. Shrinking the tonsils by 
means of X-rays has been used for some 
time. X-rays are powerful in destroying 
just the kind of tissue that makes up 
tonsils and adenoids. A recent sugges- 
tion is that the use of X-rays to shrink 
the tonsil and adenoid tissue be com- 
bined with the destruction of the bac- 
teria on the tonsil and in the crypts by 
nfeans of the ultra violet ray. 

~o 

A vacuum quartz tube is used as a 
mercury vapor lamp for the production 
of the ultra violet rays. These rays are 
passed through water cooled, condensing 
lenses and concentrated on the tonsils. 
They are heatless. In this way the tonsil 
is said to be sterilized. 

Dr. Ira V. Denman quotes Dr. C. M. 
Sampson ag saying that such rays can 
be used simultaneously with X-rays with 
advantage to each, Dr. Denman makes 
use of what he calls the triad of radiant 
forces in the treatment of infected, en- 
larged tonsils. The third member . of 
the triad is ordinary ultra violet: rays. 
This last radiation is given over the 
skin of the chest and neck. It is, in 
a measure, supplementary to the other 
two. The essential processes are ster- 
ilization of the tonsils by ultra violet 
rays and shrinking of them by X-rays.

Just how far the method will replace 
removal of the tonsils remains to be de- 
termined by experience. 
It is safer than operation. 
It is said to remove parts of tonsil 
tissue which are not reached by opera- 
tion. 
It sterilizes. 
On the other hand, it takes more time 
and more equipment and just what it 
will accomplish is not certain.

The retention of Dr. Bowman by 
thé defense became known late yes- 
terday, when Attorneys Clarence 5S. 
Darrow and Benjamin Bachrach noti- 
fied Warden Wesley Westbrook of the 
county jail to be prepared for the 
physician's visit this morning. The 
doctor, who is well known in the east, 
will arrive shortly before™ noon and 
will proceed directly to the jail. 

Attorneys Darrow and Bachrach gaid 
the doctor had been called to Chicago 
to give the boys the necessary “ physi- 
cal examination.” 

The state’s attorney's office, how- 
ever, regarded Dr. Bowman’s coming 
in a different light. Mr. Crowe’s med- 
ical advisors pointed to Dr. Bowman’s 
reputation for the treatment of the 
ductiess. glands, all disorders of which 
are closely related to mental peculiari; 


ties. 
Glands and Behavior. 

“The ductiess glands,” said one of 
Mr. Crowe’s medical advisors, “are 
about a dozen in number. Practically 
all of them have a marked effect on 
the mentality, behavior, and personal- 
ity. When these glands fail to func- 
tion properly there usually i» a ‘dis- 
turbed behavior’ and a ‘ disturbed be- 
havior’ is a sub or abnormal! behavior 
and therefore mental derangement or 
insanity. 

“The thyroid and parathyroid glands 
in the neck, the thymus in the chest, 
the pituitary and pineal glands in the 
head, the gonads or sex glands all be 
long to this group and it is apparent 
that the defense hopes to be able to 
prove that some fundamental disorder 
or failure to function of these glands 
caused a mental condition in which 
Leopold and Loeb killed Robert 
Franks.” 

State’s Attorney Crowe on being in- 
formed of these facts made immediate 
preparations to offset this action of 
the defense.

_ Superintendent of Schools William 

w's recent efforts either to 
gbolish the teachers’ elementary coun- 
eile or prevent them from meeting 
@uring school hours will be renewed 
when the board of education meets 
next Wednesday. 

Only last month he emerged from a 
heated controversy with the teachers 
when he failed to call a regular meet- 
ing and declared that ho saw “no 
necessity for meeting during school 
hours.” He was defeated at that time 
when the attorney for the board ruled 
against him. 

Yesterday he was preparing to reé- 
new the fight and asked that the rules 
of the board be amended to permit 
organization of the councils by the 
superintendent subject to the ap- 
proval of the board. This amendment 
was prepared by Supt. McAndrew at 
the request of the board, which some 
time ago asked him as well as the 
business manager and the attorney to 
present suggestions regarding new 
rules for the entire school system. 

In giving his reasons for the amend- 
ment, Supt. McAndrew states: 

“As these councils are by the pres- 
ent rules constituted ‘as authorised 
by the superintendent’ and as I am 
informed each successive superintend- 
ent of schools has authorized them dif- 
ferently, and as opinion as to their 
value under their present organization 
is diverse, a survey of ther service 
and a reorganization for greater bene- 
fit to the community is no doubt pos-

Barnes 
lost the seventh and became one down, 
owing to an overstrong approach, but 
Havers was woefully short on the 
eighth, “Whaups Nest,” measuring 
165 yards, and the match was square 


Even Up on First Nine. 

They halved the ninth and started 
home all square. 

It was a neck and neck fight on the 
final nine. Barnes was one up at the 
fourteenth and missed an easy two foot 
putt to win the fifteenth which was 
halved. : 

The excitement was fever heat as 
the sixteenth was halved, Havers just 
saving the situation for himself there, 
but the merest hint of slackness on 
the part of the English golfer at the 
seventeenth proved to he his undoing. 
The hole measured 870 yards, cand 
Havers did not allow sufficiert for the 
slight curve on the fairway to the left. 
No such mistake in Jim’s case, and his 
second shot was up to the green. That. 
is how the overthrow of the British 
champion came about. 

Barnes Beats Wingate. 

Previously Barnes had given a very 
fine display against Ed Wingate, whom 
he defeated in the first round. The 
big American took five on the first 
hole, but succeeded in getting a half. 
His faultless play never gave Wingate 


the slightest chance after that and 


Barnes won very well by 4 and 3.

The lowly pickerel (as you call him). which 
is really the Great Lakes pike, or common 
pike, has scales completely covering his 
cheeks, with only the upper half of his gill 
covers scaled. The “pick” aleo has spots
